LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  fifteenth  Annual  Report  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration^ 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  o-P 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Countil's  local  health  services  and  has  similar  functions  in  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Hebden  Royd,  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Rippondcn  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Hepton.  This  scheme  has  led  to  a  closer  integra-= 
tion  of  local  authority  health  services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  I96I  show  little  change  from  the 
figiires  recorded  in  recent  years.  The  birth  rate  remained 
relatively  low  and  was  once  again  exceeded  by  the  death  rate.  This 
adverse  balance  in  the  figures  was  partly  responsible  for  a  further 
decline  in  the  population^  which  was  estimated  to  be  17»420o  The 
principle  causes  of  death  were  again  those  associated  with  old  age, 
notably  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  Influenz'a 
was  responsible  for  ten  deaths.  The  infant  mortality  rate  rose 
sharply  in  I96I,  as  five  babies  with  congenital  defects  died  in 
their  first  year* 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  much 
higher  than  usual.  The  commonest  condition  was  measles,  which  was 
prevalent  early  in  the  year  and,  in  addition,  a  small  number  of 
cases  of  mild  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  Dysentery  caused  some 
anxiety  in  the  Borough  in  1959  and  i960  but  in  1961  the  number  of 
cases  notified  dropped  considerably  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note 
thit  despite  intensive  follow-up  of  all  notifications,  only  five 
cases  were  confirmed. 

No  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  in  the  course  of  the 
year  and  indeed  cases  only  averaged  six  a  year  over  a  four  year 
period.  Ten  years  previously,  an  average  over  a  similar  period 
was  100  a  year.  This  remarkable  decline  can  bs  attributed  almost 
entirely  to  the  success  of  the  County  Council ®s  vaccination  scheme, 

A  high  proportion  of  the  child  population  is  now  protected  against 
this  disease  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  in  the  year  under 
review  181,  which  represents  approximately  75^  0^  0^  infants,  were 
protected  before  their  first  birthday. 

As  reported  last  year,  an  indirect  chiropody  service  has  been 
inaugurated  by  the  Todmorden  Needy  Sick  Fund  by  agreement  with  th© 
County  Council.  Treatment  is  arranged  in  the  chiropodists  own 
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surgery  and  529  persons  attended  for  2,818  treatments.  In 
addition,  a  further  135  persons  who  could  not  attend  received 
640  treatments  at  home. 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  and 
details  of  the  work  carried  out  are  given  later  in  this  report. 

The  volume  of  work  has  proved  to  be  much  more  than  #as  at  first 
anticipated.  Whilst  more  patients  have  been  admitted  to  hospital 
than  in  the  past,  they  have  tended  to  stay  for  much  shorter 
periods,  resulting  in  a  more  rapid  turnover  of  beds  and  increased 
pressure  on  the  local  authority  services.  The  mental  welfare 
officers  have  been  attending  three  out-patient  clinics  each  week 
and  have  formed  an  effective  link  betw  ien  the  general 
practitioner,  the  psychiatrist  and  the  community  services.  The 
increased  number  of  patients  referred  to  out-patient  clinics 
is  indicative  of  the  present  trends  in  the  treatment  -uad  care  of 
persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  in  the  community  rather  than 
by  admission  to  mental  hospital,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  in 
those  cases  where  in-patient  treatment  has  been  considered 
necessary,  the  majority  of  cases  have  been  admitted  on  a 
voluntary  basis. 

During  the  year,  representations  were  submitted  and 
clearance  areas  declared  in  respect  of  a  further  43  dwellings, 
and  plans  were  made  to  accelerate  the  clearance  prqgraaae  in 
subsequent  years.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  number  of 
applications  for  improvement  grants  continued  to  increase  and 
it  is  besoming  apparent  that  many  blocks  of  substantially 
built  property  c?n  be  expected  to  provide  adequate  accommodation 
for  many  years  to  come  as  a  result  of  these  schemes.  New 
problems  are  also  coming  to  light,  mostly  because  of  different 
ownerships  and  differing  standards  of  maintenance  in  adjoining 
properties  and  the  time  may  well  be  approaching  when  some  steps 
will  have  to  be  considered  to  secure  the  repair  and 
improvement  of  houses  where  the  owner  is  unable  or  unwilling 
to  act. 

In  conclusion,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  may  I  thank  you  for 
your  kindness,  patiencfi  and  co-operation?  I  also  wish  to 
express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  consistently  loyal  and 
energetic  work  of  thestaff  of  this  Department,

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SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A.  HOSPITALS 

Thert  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden. 

Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration,  the  Halifax  Hospitals 
Management  Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospitalp  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary, 
St.Joha®s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  an  d  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hall 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long 
stay  medical  cases  in  children)  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  Vim  Hospital 
(for  mentally  subnormal  patients) 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  as  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  uasatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  Hospitals  (e.g. Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthspaedie 
Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanitoria  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area  are 
available  when  required;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  so= 
called  "Leeds  Hospital  Region"  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 
Ridings. 

B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE  - 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot  at 
Stansfield  Roadp  Todmorden,  with  an  establishment  at  the  ead  of  19^1 
of  a  Station  Officer,  thirtetn  full=>tim@  Driver-Atttndastsr  a  Clerk/ 
Telephonist  and  four'  vehicles.  The  area  served  covers  Todmordts 
Borough,  part  of  Hebden  Royd  D.D,  area  and  the  Hepton  Rural  District, 

C.  U30RAT0RI  FACILITIES 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Latoratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health) 
at  laboratories  in  Wakefisld  and  Bradford, and  ty  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds. 

D.  ISSUE  OF  ANTI^  TOXIN  S.TC. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royd  Halifax  Infirmary  for  issue 
to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept 
at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  use  of  local  medical 
practitioners  in  th-_  Division.  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of  charge 
to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the 
West  Riding  County  Cour4Qil®s  schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis 
vaccine  is  also  issuedyas  available,  in  accordance  with  the  approved 
arrangements.

In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  scope  of 
this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  th®  purpose  of  giving  advice 
as  to  the  car©  of  children, and  persons  (including  adults)  suffering 
from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health 
Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infectioSo 
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E,  HOME  HELPS 

During  177  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps  as  compared 

with  167  cases  the  previous  year  and  the  total  aumber  of  hours 
worked  was  17,664. 

la  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County 
Council  provides  domestic  help  for  households  "where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,lyingia,  *n 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a  child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age”. 

Of  the  177  cases  attended  in  196l,Honie  helps  were  provided  for 
the  following  reasons;  10  maternity  and  I67  chronic  sick.
